“All Rome was searching for 


“a dog that had just given birth 


to puppies,” said Letitia Bald- 
ridge in relating one of her exper- 
iences as social secretary to U.S. 
‘Ambassador Clair Booth Luce in 
Rome. - , 


“An ambassador’s social secre- 
tary must have the talents of 
a historian, a gardner, a chauf- 
feur, an interpreter, a plumber 
and the sympathy of a mother 
confessor,” the stylish ex-Omahan 
explained. - 


Miss Baldridge spoke on for- 
eign service at a coffee hour in 
her honor Sept. 29 at OU. Wao- 
kiya, senior women's honorary, 
sponsored her appéarance. 


Miss Baldridge reveals her ex- 
periences and “education” in 
Parisian and Roman embassies in 
her book “Roman Candle.” As 
well as authoress and secretary, 
she has been a former intelligence 
officer in Washington, D.C., and 
is now public relations director 
for Tiffany and Co., 
jewelers. 


“Women make very good dip- 
lomats,” Miss Baldridge stated 
explicitly. Stressing the oppor- 
tunities for women in foreign ser- 
vice, she promoted the field by 
describing some of her adven- 
tures in what she called a “most 
self-satisfying job.” But Tiffany's 
public relations director said far- 
eign service is a “life of sacrifice 


.~-one that requires work seven 


days a week, 24 hours a day.” 


The embassy’s vole, she said, is 


to combat communist propa- 


. ganda and ‘promote American ins 


terests abroad. 


How does one embark upon a 
foreign service career? Miss Bald- 
ridge emphasized the “exteusive 
and exhaustive” study af one 
foreign language along with 
secretarial training. The U.S. has 
many kinds of foreign exchange 
programs to aid the aspiring 
diplomat, she remarked. And the 
benefits are well worth the ef- 
fort, she added, describing paid 
trips home and back and month- 
long annual vacations. 


“Americans can impress Gihete 


abroad ' if they: are informed,” 
she remarked with finality. 
“Facts are our. best defense for 
bettering American interests’ in 
other countries,” Miss Baldridge 
concluded. 

A graduate of Omaha Central 
High School; Miss Baldridge re- 
ceived her B.A. degree from 
Vassar College, Poughkeepsie, 
N.Y, then studied ‘French in 


Geneva, Switzerland.
